Making Moral Excisions? 

There are some politically charged topics in the U.S.A. these days - gay 
marriage and the threat to religious freedom with the Department of 
Health and Human Services (HHS) mandate requiring almost all private 
health plans to cover contraception, sterilization and abortion-inducing 
drugs. 

These are emotionally charged issues. They affect our daily practical 
life. So many voices are expressing opposing viewpoints. A danger is 
that people will take sides without carefully thinking about the issues or 
the implications for the future. 

These are moral issues. A fundamental question for each of us is, 'What 
is my general method for making moral decisions?' What most influences your 
morality? Do you first listen to friends that you trust? Do you resort to 
your family's values inherited as a child? Do you describe yourself as 
evolving with the culture? Does the teaching of the Church inform your 
conscience? Do the popular opinion polls sway your values? 

Recently, I met with a few engaged couples and asked them how 
many children they planned to have. After they responded, I asked them 
individually, 'Did you pray about the number of children for your marriage?' 
Not one of them said that prayer was part of the decision. Since God 
made us and has a plan for us, with humble trust we ought to consult our 
Creator about such important matters. 

For a believer, the foundation for making moral decisions is a life of 
prayer. St. Paul said, " Live by the Spirit and you will certainly not gratify the 
desires of the flesh" (Gal. 5:16). He often tells Christians to "live in Christ." 
We are so united to Christ that we live in him. So how could we not 
consult him? Or are we afraid to consult him because he might not tell me 
what I want to hear? A habit of daily prayer is essential if we are to 
engage the political issues of the day. 

Secondly, moral decisions are informed by the Scriptures. Christian 
morality is received from God, not crafted by humans. Merely human 
morality often seeks the easy way out. Could any human ever make 
moral demands like Jesus? " Love your enemies and pray for those who 
persecute you"( Mt. 5:44), or ''If anyone wants to be a follower of mine, let him 
renounce himself and take up his cross and follow me'JMt. 16:24)? 

How does following the crowd influence our moral decisions? Are you 
wary of how puny human vision can be in understanding the moral life? 
When making moral decisions, how central is Scripture and prayer? 

There are other elements for Christian morality which I will consider 
in the future. Please pray that the Holy Spirit would guide our leaders in 
these days.
